The court officials and attor- 
neys were hastily summoned and 
Judge Hanbery appeared at 8 
o'clock and directed the sheriff to 
bring th« jury in. The defendant. 
Dr. D.A.Amoss.about the same time 
entered.followed by Mrs. Amoss and 
two of his attorneys. Judge Cook 
and John Kelly. 

Deputy Clerk Geo. Lackey 
handed the verdict and read: 
"We the jury find 
plaintiff, Dr. D. A. Amos 
not guilty as charged ".

A careful investigation has been 
made, and the railroad officials say 
they have a trace of on y one wonmn 
passenger, who was taken to a Na-h- 
ville hospital. It was learned tha' h 
sir\ answering the description of 
Fannie Morris, boarded a south 
bound Illinois Central Passengtr 
train on February 19 at Claxton, a 
small .nation one-half mi e fom Da v 
son Springs. No trace of her since 
then has been found.

PREVALENCE OF SCANDIUM. 

Str W. Crooke* stale* that scan- 
dium has been fount! to the extent 
of more than one per cent, in the 
mineral wilkite from Finland, and 
in small amount* for many other 
minerals. By a systematic series of 
fractionations it is possible ro sep- 
arate scandium from most associated 
elements; ytterbium is the most dif- 
ficult to separate because it* nitrate 
is decomposed almost as readily as 
scandium nitrate. In view of the 
atomic weight relationships and of 
the frequency with which these ele- 
ment* occur together in nature it is 
suggested that yttrium and scandium 
are degradation product* of ytter- 
bium. Scandium can be separated 
from Yttrium and ytterbium by pre- 
cipitation as nieUnitrohenvoate.^
